He Says, However, That Shee- 
han Will Soon Withdraw and 
a Genuine Democratic Choice 
Be Made---- Littleton Urges 
Murphy to TakeSheehan Out 
of the Contest.

‘New York, February 26.--Edward M. 
Shepard. in -a letter to Mantgomery 
Hare, tonight announced his retinre- 
ment from the fight for the United 
States senatorship to succeed Chaun- 
cey M. Depew. He adds that, in his 
Opinion, William F. Sheehan's retire- 
ment is imminent, and warns the dem- 
ocratic members of the legislature that 
wnless the members “promptly unite, 
the extra session of congress will find 
the state of New York but half repre- 
sented.” 

Murphy Urged to Withdraw Sheehan. 

Earlier in the day Martin W. Little- 
ton, congressman-elect and self- 
announced candidate for the senator- 
ship, had issued a statement potnting, 
as does Mr. Shepard, to the “grave re- 
sponsibility” resting upon the demo- 
cratic legislators. and calling upon 
Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tammany 
Hall, to cause the refirement of Mr. 
Sheehan and break the five weeks’» 
deadiock at Albany. 

Mr. Littleton in his letter predicts 
that if the deadlock continues, the Ca- 
nadian reciprocity treaty, tariff reform 
and the proposition to elect senators by 
direct vote may fail for want of a 
democratic senator from New York. 
The present deadlock, he declares, will 
be easily brokem-if Mr. Murphy would 
withdraw his influenéé; which he char- 
acterizes as an “endurance test’’ to de- 
termine whether Tamm ny Hall can 
extend its control to other sections of 
the state. 


Shepard's Letter. 

Mr. Shepard's letter says in part: 

“The futile balloting has continued 
at Albany for more than five weeks 
after the date prescribed by law for the 
choice. One week from today the seat 
of the new democratic senator will be 
ready for him at Washington. Unless 
the democratic members promptly 
Unite, the extra session, which now 
seems probable, and in which the legit- 
imate oppgrtunity and the _ responsi- 
bility of our party are to be of the very 
first order, will find the state of New 
York half represented. And—what I 
should regret even more—it will ex- 
hibit the democratic party of the state 
as seemingly incompetent to the most 
elementary demand of statesmanlike 
politics. No doubt such incompetency, 
real or seeming, is preferable to a 
integrity of the 
of its loyalty to.the public 
cause which belong of right to it, and 
for whose sake, and for whose sake 
alone, sO many have given to it an al- 
most lifelong devotion. But can it be 
that we must remain jonger in an ut- 
terly unnecessary Ailemma between 
such incompetence ahd such surrender? 
Has not:the dilemma already been suf- 
fici@ntly disastrous? May it hot soon 
prove Yatal to the party future, at 
least for gur day and generation? Must 
there be—if we are to learn—in every 
county a democratic defeat like that 
the other day in always-democratic 
Schoharie? 

Plain That Sheehan Can’t Win. 

“It was plain, a month or more ago, 
that Mr. Sheehan’s caucus nomination 
had aroused a democratic opposition 
so im tant and persistent as to ren- 
der impossible his election by demo- 
crats. I assume, therefore, not only 
that Mr. Sheehan will not be chosen, 
but that at this late day that fact is 
clear to himself and his «supporters. 
Like everybody in the state, he must 
know that_so long as the majority of 
the democratic legislators continue to 
vote for him in deference purely to the 
imaginaty obligation to their caucus, 
no solution of this democratic difficul- 
ty will be possible.

ATLANTA KEAN 
SHOOTS HIS FQ 


He Puts Five Bullets Into 
-Man Who Threatened 
Him. 


. Baltimore, Md., February 26.—Fol- 
lowing a quarrel early today on board 
the steamer Jacob Luckenbach, which 
was in dock at Fairfield, near this 
city, Anton Fuchs, an Austrian seaman, 
was shot and probably fatally wound- 
ed by Edward Keane, quaftermaster 
of the vessel, whose home /!is in At- 
lanta, Ga. 

The wounded man and another sailor 
were on shore leave last night, and 
when -they returned to the vessel this 
morning they began to sing and shout. 
Keane was awakened, and, procuring a 
revolver, forced the men to retire. 

While discussing the matter with an- 
other officer, Keane said, Fuchs came 
on deck and approached the two offi- 
cers in a threatening manner. Keane 
claims that, in fear for his life, he 
drew the pistol from his pocket and 
fired at Fuchs. Five shots took effect. 

Fuchs is ina hospital here, and 
Keane is in jail. The Luckenbach 
sailed for Galveston later in the day. 


The Keane family of which Edward 
Keane is a member could not be lo- 
cated in Atlanta. The city directory 
gives no clue as to his identity here. 


NO EDUCATIONAL TESTS 


FOR THE IMMIGRANT: | 


The Proposition Is Strongly Op- 
posed by a Hebrew 
Leader. 


Baltimore, February 26.—Plans for 
restricting immigration by educational 
tests were condemned by Judge Leon 
Sanders, of New York, head of the 
Independent Order of B'rth Abraham, 
in an address here today. 

“If these restrictions are put in 
force,” said Judge Sanders, “it will 
mean that only 5 per cent of the Jews 
in Russia and Roumania, where op- 
portunities for education are with- 
held from our people, will be able to 
enter the United States. 

“The other 95 per cent wilj be sub- 
jected to the eruelest persecution and 
there will be nowhere for them to 
flee. Heretofore, the fury of the per- 
secution has been tempered by the 
exodus of the Jews from the coun- 

where they suffered it” 
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ON COTTON LADING BILLS 


An interesting report dealing in part 
with cotton bills of lading and with 
other financial relations between Eng- 
land and the United States was de- 
livered recently by Sir Edward Holden, 
managing director of the London City 
and Midland bank, who ig a relation 
of Charles J. Haden, of this city. 

As this bank is the largest under- 
writer of European epxorts of cotton, 
Sir Edward's remarks are especially 
petinent in this section. The follow- 
ing excerpts have been taken from his 
annual address delivered orally at a 
shareholders’ meeting on January 26, 
in London. 

Sir Edward is also a member of par- 
liament. His statement that “yet 
France stands pre-eminently in the 
position of controlling to a large ex- 
tent the influx and efflux of that metal 
(gold) to ahd from this country 
(England), igs quite an admission from 
a Britisher of his rank. 

in summing up the balance sheet 
for the consideration of his joint pro- 
prietors he lists as among the cur- 
rent yearly expenses of the bank as in- 
come tax paid to the government the 
sum of $248,070. Another item of the 
outgoing budget is $40,000 devoted to 
the payment of staff pensions, divided 
among former employees of the bank. 

Discussing the critical pertod of the 
Lancashire cotton trade he complains 
of the recent act of parliament which 
required eorporations to register their 
deeds as a pledge in borrowing money, 
a thing which has led to publicity and 
crippled credit. 

In ¢ommenting on the aggressive at- 
titude of German banks Sir Edward 
Says, “the extension of German banks 
abroad is still going on, and in this 
they are taking the lead out of the 
hands of English bankers.” 

He views with alarm the steady in- 
crease of the German public bonds in 
these words: 

“The savings banks are to make 
larger investments in them, and the 
insurance companies are to be com- 
pelled to hold larger amounts, -but a 
strong feeling is growhmg up against 
the constant issues of German and 
Prussian state securities.” 

Sir Edward explains to his gshare- 
hoiders the recent advance in Russian 
public revenue and popular prosperity 
among the Russian people by saying 
that Russia’s system of peasant land 
proprietorship begun in 190€ had made 
two million farmers, and these had 
swollen the deposits of the savings 
bank. 

Referring to America as the country 
of the year’s peculiar financial phe- 
nomena, he says: 

“The political question, the state at- 
tacks on the eorporations, and the 
currency question are at the present

“She is not retaining the amount of 
new gold necessary to protect her in- 
creasing credits.

The business as conducted 
on the old lines piaced the European 
bankers and brokers at the mercy of 
any Traudulent seller of cotton who 
was allowed to reimburse himself by 
drawing bills of exchange and attach- 
ing thereto bills of lading, which 
might be forged. Up to now no system 
has been evolved which can be adopted 
with satisfaction to everyone ' § con- 
cérned,.”

To be sure it is a long 
interest, and I venture to 
is no period in it so 
full of interest as that which con- 
fronts us at the beginning. As we face 
it we see Only a vast sheet of mid- 
night darkness enveloping us—~no 
landscape, no form, nething but dark- 
ness, and we wonder as we stand what 
if means. While we wonder, a voice 
is heard, ‘this darkness I ¢all night.” 

I have often thought of the frank- 
ness of this statement. How the Great 
Creator in making it differs from most 
Of Us in this regard ‘He called the 
Certainl But are 
we so honest? All around us there is 
moral and social darkness. Its dusky 
brow faces uS at every turn of the 
way. We have in our midst, and we 
Know it phases of evil which, if prop- 
erly named, would arouse the pity, and 
more, the indignation of the commun- 
ity a8 nothing else would. But the 
trouble is we are too cowardly to call 
tham by thelr right name. 

Threatezed end Censured. 

Some are afraid of personal hurt 
Others are afraid of injury to their 
interests. I know whereof I speak in 
matters of this kind. Time and time 
again I have had certain business in- 
terests in this city to censure and even 
threaten me because I have dared to 
do no other crime than to call some 
Of our public vices by their right name 
They have claimed that such advertise- 
ment was injurious to the city. and 
therefore injurioug to private interests. 
But my position in matters of this 
kind hag always been that though this 
be true, it is only temporary, for the 
Only Way to maintain progress ig by 
developing morals. and the only way 
to develop morals ts by pointing out 
evil. 

This ig the purpose of what I am 
to say tonight Most of you have 
doubtless read the horrible story of 
Maud Davis, which was brought out 
a few days ag0, and which has so 
shocked the moral senge of our com- 
munity. The story briefly told is this: 
Maud Davis, a girl of sixteen vears 
Of age, with mother and father dead, 
was allowéd to drift in our city until 
She became so contaminated by her 
environment that she was arrested for 
stealing a skirt from a negro woman 
and tried in our eity criminal court 
and sent to prison for 2 term of six 
months or to pay a fine of fifty dol- 
lars, which she wes, of course, unable 
to pay, and was sent to the Fulton 
county convict camp for women 

A ftw days ago she wag digcovered 
by" €ome of our g00d women to be 
living and working in the camp with 
nestro women who are foul with crime 
and disease A good, warm-hearted 
philanthropic woman in our city was 
s0 shocked that she wert to work and 
secured a pardon for her after she had 
served four months under guch en- 
vironments. and raised funds sufficient 
to clothe her and send her to the 
Home of Good Shepherds in the city 
of Cincinnati, where she is to be kept 
and trained with a view to reforma- 
tion and ultimate salvation. 

When I first heard ttis story, I must 
confess to you that it so fired my 
blood that I could scarcely wait until 
the next day to go into it. And the

Harris Costs Railroad Big 
Sum of Money.. 


Greenville, Ga., F'ebruary 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)\——-The jury in the case of Mrs. 
Jennie D. Newman vy. the Central of 
Georgia Railway rendered a verdict in 
favor of Mrs. Newman for fifteen thou- 
sang dollars as damages, caused by the 
railroad killing her husband, Mr. How- 


ard Newman, in the wreck at Harris, 


Lecetmnber 16, 1909. 
The jury was out-less than an hour 
on the case. Mr. Newman was postal 
clerk on the M. & B. train. The car 
in which he was engaged as mail 
clerk was struck by the Central train 
and he received injuries from which 
he died two days after the wreck. 

This is the largest verdict ever ren- 
dered by a jury in Meriwether county. 
The next largest verdict was that of 
Mrs. Hessie McHargne, tried in the 
city court, who received a finding of 
$9,000 for the killing of her husband 
in the same wreck. 

This collision has cost the Central 
Kuilway a large-pile of money.

POLLY BARCLAY FIRST WOMAN - 
LEGALLY EXECUTEDIN GEORGIA 


Washington, Ga, February 26.— 
(Special.)—-The recent case of the ne- 
gro girl of Burke county, Rosa Lee 
convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged for being impli- 
cated in the murder of a white farmer 
of that county, raised the question as 
to the first woman in the state of 
Georgia who was required to pay the 
extreme penalty of the law with her 
life. 

According to one published state- 
ment, it was claimed that “the execu- 
tion of Mrs. Susan Eberhardt, of Sum- 
ter county, wae the first and only in- 
stance in the annals of criminal pro- 
cedure in this state in which a woman 
was required to forfeit her life on the 
gallows.” The hanging of Mrs. Eber- 
hamit, which was conducted publicly, 
occurred in the early ‘0's of the last 
century. 

Archives of Wilkes Explored. 

The statement that the Sumter 
county murderess was the “first and 
only woman to be hanged in Georgia” 
seemed to explode a local tradition 
that has been handed down from gen- 
eration to gweneration. It was the sig- 
nal for the thorough investigation by 
a Washington newspaper man of the 
treasured archives of WilkKes county, 
which run back prior to the Revolu- 
tionary war. This investigation not 
only:completely substantiates the time- 
honored tradition that the first woman 
in Georgia was hanged on a poplar 
tree within the corporate limits of this 
city, but some new and _ interesting 
light was thrown om that subject as 
well as others contemporaneous to it, 
which is believed to be without @ par- 
allel in any state of the union. 

ihe fact is, according to the records 
of Wilkes county now on file in the 
office of Ordinary Fanning in this 
county, that Polly Barclay, a white 
woman of this county, was the first 
woman to be hanged by the neck in 
Georgia for the crime of murder. She 
was convicted of complicity fn the 
murder of her husband, but was rec- 
ommended to the mercy of the court 
on account of the fact that she was @ 
woman and no precedent existed in 
this state for the capital punishment 
of a woman. 

The entry on the court record of 
1806 reads as follows: 

“We, the jury, find the prisoner at 
the bar guilty but recommend mefcy. 
(Signed) “Chas. H. Terrell, Foreman.” 

Polly Barclay Sentenced. 

The stern judge of that day, Hon. 
Charles Taite, paid no heed to the rec- 
ommendation of mercy on behalf of 
the woman. He’straightway ordered 
the prisoner to stand before him. 
When there was no word of protest 
offered to the court's inquiry if Polly 
Barclay had aught to say to show why 
the sentence of death should not be 
pasS8ed upon her, the death sentence 
was pronounced as follows: “That 
you—Polly Barclay—be taken from the 
bar to the place from whence you 
came, there to remain until Friday the 
thirteenth day of the present month 
of May, and there on the aforesaid 13th 
day of May you are to be taken by the 
proper officers to a gallows, previous- 
ly to be erected, in or near the town of 
Washington. and between the hours 
of 10 o'clock in the forenoon and 2 
o’clock tn the afternoon, you are to be 
hung by the neck until your body is 
dead, and the Lord have mercy on your 
soul,” 5 

Polly Barclay expiated her crime, 
and she was hanged from a limb of a 
mammoth tree, which still stands on 
the main thoroughfare of Washing- 
ton. 

It is a matter of interest to note tho 
names of celebrated practitioners at 
the local bar at the time of this 
epochal case of Polly Barclay mo 
than a century ago. Elijah Clark is a 
familiar name which appears in con- 
nection with litigated cases of the 
May term of Wilkes county's superior 
court in 1806. William H. Crawford 
is another familiar name in Georgia 
history which appears, as well as that 
of George Walton. 

Twice in Jeopardy. 

Going back among the old chronicles 
of Wilkes county to the year 1779, the 
remarkable case is shown wherein a 
“Tory” was arraigned before the court 
of that day, sitting in Washington, 
“high treason

state, horsestealing, hogg-stealing and 
other misdemeanors.” (It appears thag 
our forefathers were as lax in their 
spelling as they were in jurispru- 
dence.) 

After being put on trial before a 
jury of twelve men, James Mobley wag 
found “not guilty” of the charge of 
treason and other crimes, but such @ 
termination of the case was not 
agreeable to the state's attorney and 
a motion was mede by the attorney for 
the commonwealth requesting a new 
trial of the case to be held in August- 
ta, Ga. 

“The state’s attorney moved to the 
honorable court that James Mobley be 
ordered sent to Augusta for further 
tryall—Not granted,” is the entry on 
the old court record of Friday, August 
27, 1779. On the day following James 
Mobley’s full acquittal by the jury, 
this record is shown: 

Remarkable Court Record. 

“August Court—Satumday, August 
28, 1779.” 

“The honorable attorney fn behalf 
of the state motions to the court that 
the tryall of James Mobley should be 
reheard, as he could produce more evi- 
dence in behalf of the state to support 
the charge brought against him. 

“The court granted the request and 
ordered that he (James Mobley) should 
be brought to the Barr immediately. 
The prisoner, James Mobley, was 
brought to the Barr, being arraigned 
and charged of high treason vs. the 
state, horsestealing, hogg-stealing and 
other misdemeanors. He pleaded the 
general Issue of Not Guilty and put’ 
himself on rod and his country for 
trial. The Pettet jury was duly 
sworn.” 

It is the remarkable recom that this 
same James Mobley, who had been ac- 
quitted on Friday, was re-arraigned. 
upon identical charges Saturday upon 
the motion for a new trial which was 
made by the state’s attorney. 

On the following day one of the jury 
which had acquitted Mobley was put 
on the witness stand by the state's 
attorney, and the result was that Mob- 
ley was this time convicted of high 
treason against the state and of “hogg- 
stealing,” for whioh crimes he paid the 
penalty of hits life on the gallows, with 
seven other Tories who were convicted 
at the same time upon similar charges. 

While the federal constitution p7ro- 
viding that no citizen shall be held 
twice in jeopardy for the same crime 
was not ratified unti! 1787, or nearly ten 
years after the unusual occurrence in 
the Wilkes county court, still, the laws 
existing prior to the ratification of the 
constitution of the United States were 
modeled after the old common laws of 
England. And it is stipulated in the 
common law of England that no per- 
son once acquitted by his peers shall 
be retried on that offense again. That 
fundamental law ‘goes back to the 
time “when the memory of man Frun-: 
neth not to the contrary.” 

The attention of Judge Lamar, of 
Augusta, now on the feedral bench,’ 
was directed to the Mobley case off a! 
recent visit to Washington, and it was, 
the opinion of Judge Lamar that the 
above cited case is perhaps the only 
existing record of its kind in thig 
country. ;

A DISC PLOW TO BED COTTON LANL. 

L. B. Man: um, Lumberbridge, N. C.— 
Having great confidence in your ad- 
vice, I write this to ask you a few 
questions, viz.: 

1. After land is broken with two- 
horse plow will a disc harrow put land 
in shape for planting cotton, or will 
bedding be necessary to give suf- 
ficient bed? 

2. Please give me formula for cotton 
to be used on part rather stiff land and 
part a sandy loam with clay sub-soil. 

3. Please tell me the best kind of 
cotton planter in your estimatfon. Are 
planters that drop or scatter seeds 
very thrifty and successful? 

Answer—(1). have never used a 
disc plow in bedding land foy cotton, 
but I have no doubt about such a plow 
making the bed high enough. Indeed, 
avery high bed is not desirable, except 
on very low-lying, rather wet land. 
The important detail of preparing land 
by bedding is the finishing, or “water 
furrow, which serves as a drain to 
prevent the bed become water-sogged 
inthe event of heavy rains. I always 
scrape or harrow down my cotton beds 
just ahead of the planter. One round 
trip with an ordinary disc plow, and 
one furrow in the middle makes a 
good bed—when harrowed lengthwise 
just before planting in order to re- 
duce the height and produce a fresh, 
mellow seed bed. 

(2). The same formula (No. 2) in 
issue of January 9, with answer for 
any old worn uplands. Io consists of 
1,000 pounds of 14 per cent acid phos- 
phate, 671 peunds C, 8S, meal and 74 
pounds of muriate of potash, analyz- 
ing 9.00---2.70—-2.70, or in the same 
ratio. 

(3.) I have had no experience with 
a planter that drops the seed at the 
distance apart the stalks are to stand, 
but I am firmly of the opinion that it 
is the proper way (and the coming 
way) on well improved and thor- 
oughly well-prepared soils. The ordi- 
Mary and almost universally prevalent 
Plan of sowing the seeds continuously 
and then chopping out 90 per _ cent 
of the plants is too wasteful and la- 
borious. The best of such planters 
Plant about one bushel of seed 
per acre, and many farmers use two 
bushels or more. There are about 
125,000 seeds in one bushel (30 
pounds) of average sized cotton seed. 
An acre of tang that is good for one 
bale of cotton should have about 10,- 
000 stalks (upland), or only about one- 
twelfth as many as there are seeds 
in a bushel. One peck of seed “would 
supply 31,222 seeds, or more than three 
seeds for every stalk required. With 
a thorough preparation of the seed bed 
and careful planting one peck of seed 
should be sufficient for an acre. 
planted last tear one-sixth of an acre 
of thin, but fairly well-fertilized land 
with the seed from 60 selected bolls, 
er about 2,500 seed and get a well- 
nigh perfect stand (replanting twice) 
and had seed left over. The sixth of 
an acre yield 90 pounds of lint and 
about 6 bushel of seed. I planted 
three seeds in a place, x3, with my 
own hands and covered with my foot. 


INTERCULTURAL FERTILIZING. 

H. Roquemore, Mansfield, Ga.—I am 
thinking of using a good deal of 
nitrate of soda this ydar on my corn 
and cotton. I am preparifiig my land 
well by breaking and subsoiling. I 
am going to bed out for my corn and 
plant in the water furrow. I will plant 
Marlboro corn and use about 200 
pounds of 9—3-—3 guano at planting 
time, and will put 200 pounds more of 
the same guano at the second plowing, 
and will use about 100 pounds of 
nitrate of soda broadcast when the 
corn is beginning to silk and tassle. 
Would it be best to put the soda broad- 
east or in the furrow at last plowing? 
Am going to bed on about 600 or 800 
pounds of 9—3—3 guano for my cotton | 
and will use 100 pounds of nitrate of 
eoda as a top dressing the ist of July. 

Answer—I have very often insisted 
that it is not advisabie to withhold 
part of the fertilizer (either corn or 
cotton) to be applied during the grow- 
ing period of the crop (intercultural), 
except nitrate of soda and sulphate of 
ammonia. Why not bed on all of the 
guano that you will apply to your 
corn as well as cotton? It would be 
much more reasogable to withhold 
part of it for cotton because it grows 
so much longer. Using 400 pounds (all 
bedded on) for your corn you may very 
properly apply 30 pounds of nitrate 
Mear the seed at planting and 79 
pounds about the ist to 15th of June. 

I rather think that a July 1 appli- 
cation of 190 pounds of nitrate makes 
too long a skip. Better apply half 
about May 15 and the remainder eariy 
in June—according to indications. Why 
not put on 39 pounds with the seed 
at planting. as I hav@ frequently ad- 
vised? And then vou might apply the 
75° pounds between squaring and 
blooming. July 1 is not too late to 
benefit the cotton, but you want some- 
thing more than benefit, and that 
Bomething is spelled p-r-o-f-i-t. 


(1) IMPRACTICABLE; (2) AMOUNT 
OF FERTILIZER PER ACRE; 
(3) PERSISTENT DEAD SQUARES. 

- To “Interested Farmer,” Westminster, 
Ss. C.—1. To comply with this request 
would be impracticable owing to the 
large number of fertilizing ingredients 
and their widely varying analyses. It 
would require a week or two of hard 
work. In my article on “Calculating 
Formulas,’’ I gave the method of con- 
structing a given or desired formula. 
That method is applicable in principle 
and process to all the different in- 
gredients however varying they may 
be in composition. 

2. Probably 1,900 or 1,200 pounds per 
acre of 32—3 would increase the 
yield per acre by as much as 800 to 
900 pounds, depending on the seasons. 

3. The dead squares adhering to the 
stalk is a pecullarity of some strains 
of cotton, particularly those known as 
cluster varieties, and is considered due 
to the stalks putting on more squares 
than the seasons and condition of the 
soil would justify. I judge of the pro- 
Guctiveness of a variety of cotton by 
what it yields per acre and not by 
the number of dead squares that yield 
nothing. If you will fill your soil with 
humus, fertilize properly, and cultivate 
well a larger proportion of squares 
will produce bolls. I would prefer that 
the dead squares fall off, but their 
hanging on does not prevent the ma- 
* turing of the remainder. 

4. A cotton -meal analyzing 36 per 
cent of protein would have about 5.75 
per cent of nitrogen, 2 per cent of 

phosphoric acid and 1 per cent of pot- 
_ ash. It should cost about 15 per cent 
less per ton than the very best grade. 
(I am surprised that you withhold your 
name.) 
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BALE PER ACRE.

Would like to make a bale 
of cotton per acre on it. How much 
fertilizer must I use per acre and what 
“kind of of fertilizer?

14 per cent acid this would analyze 
about 9—2.70—2.70, which is exu tly 
the same proportions as 8—2.40—~.10, 
but one-eighth higher grade. If you 
use not more than 600 pounds per acre 
put all in the bedding furrow and list 
on it two weeks before planting. If 
over 600 divide the amount between 
the bedding furrow and one of the 
listing furrows after running a long 
scooter furrow through it. Apply at 
planti 30 pounds of nitrate of soda 
per acre with the seed, or on top of 
the just covered seed. I have very 
frequently insisted that it is not ad- 
visable to receive any part of a fer- 
tilizer composed of acid phosphate, 
potash salts and organic nitrogeneous 
materials to be applied after planting. 
Nitrate of soda and sulphate of ammo- 
nia only may be so applied.

E. L. Poe, Grannis, Ark.—I am a 
reader of The Tri-Weekly Constitution 
and have noticed closely your articles 
on fertilizers in the farm department 
of same. I notice what you say rela- 
to using phosphate on new 
ground or rich bottom land. I inclose| 
herein a question and answer publish- 
ed in a late issue of The Southern 
Ruralist which has confused me to 
some extent and I would indeed be} 
glad if you would make answer (to; 
the question as asked in clipping. Also! 
will twice the amount of nitrate of 
soda used in Formulas Nos. 2 and 6) 
entirely take the place of cotton meal, 
and it as rejiable? We have never | 
as yet used fertilizers in this section, | 
hence these simple questions. Cotton) 
mea] is very high here, $32 per ton. We} 
are offered special fertilizer for cotton! 
and melons at $25.50 per ton; the 
properties used in making the same to} 
buy unmixed will cost more than $30 
per ton. Can't understand this. Give 
me your explanation of this. Our_svil 
is of a sandy gravely loam, subsoil a 
réq and yellow clay; the growth is 
pine, oak, hickory and dogwood; pro- 
duces 25 to 35 bushels of corn, 4-bale 
of cotton per acre. Especially adapt- 
ed to berries, melons, sweet potatoes, 
peaches, ete. I inelose stamped en- 
velope for reply, or you can answer 
through The Constitution. Would pre-| 
fer private answer, as I would then} 
be sure to get it. 

Answer—I think

A farmer may save from $3 to $5 a ton 
(not cOunting his labor) by buying 
acid phosphate, muriate of potash, cot- 
ton seed mea] (?) and nitrate of soda’ 
and mixing them at home as ed | 
with prices charged for ready-mixe 
goods of same analysis. Many manu- 
facturers are loath to sell the raw nia- 
terials and I fear that some are not 
willing to do so unless they can get 
the same profit as they would by mix- 
ing them at the factory and selling 
them. In other words, they want to 
add the cost of mixing (and a profit 
on it—the labor) and yet not mix it. 
It is like a merchant tailor who 
should charge you as much for all 
the materials that enter into a suit of 
clothes as he would Chapge for a 
ready-to-wear suit precisely the 
same materials.

COW IN BAD FIX.

There were no alarm- 
ing symptoms, however. until this eve- 
ning when she came up. She walks 
stiff and haltingly, as if there were in- 
ternal soreness; has a dull look out of 
her eyes, and her appetite, which has 
been good up to now, seems to be 
failing. I noticed yesterday a passage 
of effete matter from the vagina, and 
regarded it ay a favorable sign; but 
today she is very much worse. Ag she 
is a valuable cow and qa family pet, if 
you can suggest a remedy we will 
greatly appreciate it. 

Answer—Your cow is now suffering 
from a low form of. inflammation, 
putrid inflammation I would eall it. 
Proceed at once to wash out the womb 
by injections of warm water in which 
you should put % ounce of carbolic 
acid to a pailful of water. A large 
syringe ig the best for the purpose. 
Also give the cow 1% pounds of Epsom 
salts in % gallon of -water (cold), add- 
ing 2 teaspoonfuls of ground ginger. 
wAfter the salts has operated give the 
following stimulating tonic: Two 
ounces sweet spirits of nitre, two 
ounces of tincture of ginger and one 
ounce of tincture of chloride of iron: 
mix and give at one dose in a quart of 
oat meal gruel. Repeat this dose three 
times a day until reaction takes place. 

Meantime, if the discharge continues 
to be offensive, repeat the washing 
out of the womb as above directed 
daily.
